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Gentlemeu, 

The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  1,917  acres.  The  census 
population  in  1921  and  1931  was  3,390  and  4,248.  In  1938 
the  estimated  resident  population  was  4,085.  In  1927  there 
were  936  houses  ; in  1933,  969  houses ; and  in  1938, 1020  houses. 
The  rateable  value  is  £13,003,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a 
penny  rate  is  £47  16s.  5d. 

The  occupation  is  almost  entirely  mining.  There  are  no 
factories  in  the  District. 


Births. 

The  number  of  Live  Births  was  84  (47  naales  and  37 
females).  Of  this  total  there  were  4 illegitimate,  2 males  and 
2 females.  This  represents  a Birth  Rate  of  20*8  per  1,000 
persons  living.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  15*1. 

There  were  2 Still  Births  in  the  area  during  1938,  1 male 
and  1 female,  both  legitimate;  a rate  of  23*8  per  1,000  total 
births. 
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Deaths. 

There  were  42  Deaths  (25  males  and  17  females),  a Death 
Kate  of  10*28  per  1,000  persons  living.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  11*6.  Some  of  the  causes  of  death  were: — 
Cancer,  2 ; Heart  Disease,  11  ; other  Circulatory  Diseases,  6 ; 
Bronchitis,  2;  Pneumonia,  1.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
Puerperal  Sepsis. 


Infantile  Deaths. 

There  were  8 Deaths  among  infants.  This  represents  an 
Infantile  Death  Rate  of  95  per  1,000  births.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  53. 

Five  of  the  8 deaths  were  ascribed  to  Congenital  Debility 
and  Premature  Birth. 

There  was  one  death  among  the  illegitimate  children. 

This  represents  a Death  Kate  among  illegitimate  infants  of 
250  per  1,000.  Tlie  corresponding  figure  among  legitimate 
infants  was  143  per  1,000. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Gastro-Enteritis  or  Measles.

Specimens  are  sent  to  the  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  for 
examination  and  report.  Many  specimens  of  Sputum  and 
Diphtheria  Swabs  were  sent  in  1938. 


Hospitals. 

We  have  no  Hospital  or  Institution  for  sickness  in  the 
Township.  Fever  and  Diphtheria  cases  are  sent  to  Kendray 
Hospital  in  Barnsley,  whilst  any  Smallpox  cases  go  to  Lund 
Wood  Hospital  in  Barnsley.  Other  cases  are  taken  to  the 
Barnsley  Beckett  Hospital,  and  to  the  Poor  Law  Hospital  in 
Gawber. 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  in  the  Barnsley  Ambulance. 
N on-infectious  and  Accident  cases  are  removed  by  private 
arrangement. 


Nursing  and  Clinics. 

Our  District  Nurse,  supported  entirely  by  voluntary  sub- 
scriptions, does  general  nursing,  but  does  not  attend  infectious 
cases,  for  which  no  provision  is  made. 

The  County  Council  provides  a Nurse,  who  visits  all  the 
Schools  in  the  District,  and  attends  the  Clinic  and  Babies 
Welfare,  assisted  by  voluntary  workers.  The  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre  and  the  School  Clinic  are  both  held  in 
three  rooms  at  the  Mechanics’  Institute,  the  former  once  a week, 
the  latter  twice  weekly. 

We  have  no  Tuberculosis  or  Venereal  Clinics  in  Dod worth. 
The  nearest  are  in  Church  Street  and  Queen’s  Boad,  Barnsley. 

We  have  two  Certificated  Midwives.  One  of  these  resigned 
31st  December. 
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Prevention  of  Blindness. 

Any  cases  of  Opbllutluiia  are  reported  by  the  Midwife. 
There  were  none  in  1988.
